MANY THOUSANDS ARE WOUNDED. 


The Sultan’s Guard is Practically Annihilated - 
Embassies are Protected.

Constantinople, April 24, 1909, 1:25 P. M- Corstanti- 
nople has fallen. 
After a night of the bloodiest of fight­ 
ing between 5000 fanatical soldiers forming the Sultan's 
body guard and the Young Turkish forces under the com­ 
mand of Cheftek Pasha the garrison of Yildiz Kiosk, the 
sultan's palace, surrendered this morning. 
It is estimat­ 
ed that two thousand soldiers were killed during the fight­ 
ing and thousands wounded. 
The Young Turks followed 
up the surrender of the garrison by throwing a heavy col­ 
umn of their own soldiers around the palace, thereby mak­ 
ing the sultan a prisoner. 
The You lg Turk Leader are 
now in a conference with the sultan at which his fate will 
be decided. 
The garrison fought with the wildest cour­ 
age and the survivors did not surrender until their bar­ 
racks had been demolished by the artillery fire of the 
Young Turks, and the garrison itself had been practically 
exterminated. 
The fighting began in earnest at 5 o'clock this morning 
and continued until 1 o’clock this afternoon, when the last 
of the garrison surrendered. 
The French, German and 
British embassies, all in the Pera quarter, were close to 
the scene of the engagement, while the American embassy 
was but a half mile distant. 
All the embassies were sur­ 
rounded by Young Turks, who furnished magnificent pro­ 
tection. 
Yildiz Kiosk was not attacked, although it es­ 
caped only because the garrison surrendered before the 
palace was reached. 
The heights surrounding Yildez Ki­ 
osk were strewn witiTdead while the Pera quarter also 
bears grim evidence of the fierceness of the conflict.
